The Stewart Difficalty—Contra-
dictory Reports as to His In-
tentions—What the Senate
Thinks of His Ineligi-
bility to Berve.

Beeretary Bicowari’'s Proposition,
Says the N. Y. Tribune's Washington oqr-

et Lo revire. The Presideul, in return, de-
#Mared to Mr, Stewart his desire to have him
continue, bot lu the cont ingeucy of that bein
imposabie, My, Boutwell wus asked If he woul
necept 1he porttoho of the Treasury. To-day,
bowewer, Mr. Stewurt conceived s new idea,
He bad gove o far in the mutter, aud felt such

ad fnterest in the success of the underiak-
ing, that he expressed himsell ns willing to
moke soy sacrifice necessary to obviate the dif-

ficultien surrounding him. He therelore, alter
advisiog with some frienes, proposed to the
Presieent, and made gan absolute transfer and

disposition ot all interests and profits®
which may |be denived trom  car-
rylug on his business duriog his official

term, the transfer to be made to Mr. Astor, Mr,
James Brown, and Judge Hilton of New York
as trustees, who snall bave au absolute disposal
of the funds thus acquired for the use of public
charity in the clt{ of New York: the trustees
to select the charity and be absolute authority
in the matter of their disposition, To this
coposition the President readily assented; but
egol advice was deemed necessary be'ore
definite  action could taken, The
best Jegnl  suthority bas been  sought,
and among ihose consulted were Chief Jus-
tice Chase, Caleb Coshing, ex Attorney-General
Bvartsa. Benators Trumbull, Fesseuden, Came-
ron, Conkling, ex-Senator Frelinghuysen, and
other prominent gentlemen in  Congress.
Opmion is divided, bus the majority are against
Mr, Stewarl, Beiween the two statutes, that of
1789 and that of Feoruary 26, 1853, the opinion
is that there 18 no escape for Mr, Btewart, ex -
cepling by his absolute withdrawal from his
bn.ﬁu. 1t 15 hetd that he cannot transter the
contiogent profits of a business, and thereby
relieve himself of all responstbifity. Suppose
there shonld be no profits, but lo:ses imstead,
he d be the responsible party, aod he re-
mains throughout in the capacity of un im-
porter. His proposal, theretore, for temuoraﬁr’y
transier of his buslness is considered as insoffi-
cient to relleve bim of hiz iueligibility, Al
copcerned bhave been fully advised in the
sud a finsl settlement is
expected tomorrow, If Mr, Stewart sees no
practical way of obvlating the law he will
make his resignation unconditional, and the Pre-
sident will then nominate a new Secretary. It
is expected that Mr. Bontwell will be the man.
Should this occur, it will necessitate & change
ol the Attorney-Generalship, ns the President
is adverse to haviug two men from the same
State 1 his Cabipet, Jud:e Hoar will probably
retire, and either Mr, Tremain, or Judge Pierre-
pout of New York be called upon to accept the
position,
An Unconditionnl Resignation,
The eame writer, at a later hour, telegraphs:
Mr. Stewart, after the follest consultatlon
with the Prcslc‘!ent and the privcipal officers ot
the Government, including 8enators snd Repre-
seriatives, has prepared a letter of uncondi-
tional resignation of the office of Secretary of
the Treasury, and has slsa, by the aid of conun-
sel, drawn articles of assignment, in accordance
with his previous propositien, to the President,
ond be will tomorrow submit the same to
GenerMl Grant for bis acceptance of either, The
matter will be fally considercd by the Presi-
dent and Cabipet, nod it I8 supposed will be
determined 1o morrow.

The Cabimet OMeecrs—The Motives of
Grant In Their Seleoction.

The New York Twmes' Washington writer

relutes the toliowing ;—

The developmenties of the past forty-eight
hours bave revealed some Important fnots
concerning the molives and reasouns which
infuenced Presideat Grant o makiog his

Oabinet selections, and which resulted tinally
in thwt combination of numes which wae sent
to the Sepnte on Priday last, nnd which caased
many earnest party and personal friends Lo
feel severe disappoiotment, and fu #ome in-
stunces to prejuoice aud criticize his action u
an nojust manuer. In no two instuoces hos
public or party septiment expressed 1 sell more
ur justly than in the casea of Hon. George S,

Boutwell aud Hon, James F, Wilaon., The
President bas been freely censured for not
avallilvg himeclf ot the great abliwy, sound

j‘u‘lpmvut. cool discretion, and extensive poll
leal experlence of these gentlemen, Toat he
did mot do so is not hizs fult. As already
siated in these despatches, Governor Boalwell
was offered the position of Secretury of the
Ivterior, which be dechued for the reason that
he preferred his position in the House of Repre-
sentatives 10 the duties ot the Interior Depart-
ment, :

Geoeral Grants apparent object in tendering
this particular department to Mr. Boulwell
secms to have been with a4 view of trausferring
the many diverge and romplicated questions
arisivg in the West, and subject to the control
of Western influence, %o the competent and
entirely disinterested bands of an Eastern man,
removed, a8 Governcr Boutwell is, from the
strifes and dissensions which atlend and
afflict the many Western interests which
centre  in  the Intericr Department. On
Mr., Wilson General Gravt bestewed the

reatest compliment that was in his power
o pay, and tendered him such honors as it has
been the great privilege of tew men in this age
to decline, He offercdlhim first the position of
Attorney-General, then tbat of Postmaster-
Genernl, and when these were successively de-
clined, the President tendered him the higheat
office in bis gift, that of Seeretary of State, All
of these Mr, Wilson declined, vot desiring any
Cabinet position, for personal and domestic
reasons. 8o that on his shoulders, and oa the
shoulders of Governor Boutwell, rests the re
sponsibility of the fact that they are not now
in the Cabinet councils ot the President. Itis
not often in times llke these that men enjoy the
honor of declinipg such distinotions,

Neither of these gentlemen, though tho-
roughly experienced In politics, have ever
soueht, or allowed others to seek for them, sny
position whuatever at the hands of General
Grant, Tt is due totlhem to say that from the
positions they have occupled in Congress, Oubi-
net portfolios do not look s0 alluring as they do
to the popular mind. There nre other facts on
this subject of the Cabinet which will be de-
veloped in the course of time, and which, as
they crystallize into thefhistory of the present
hour, will increase the confidence of the people
in their new President.

The Eflect on the Cabinet,

The appointment of the Cabinet is known to
have been very distastetul to mauy of the Re-
Euh}icnn leaders of Congress, who expected to

ave the formiog of it by thelr own conusels,
They have not been taken into General Grant's
_(lpn dence, nor were they, as they say, cousulited.

hey feel this slight keenly, but are not y st ready
for open retalintion. Unwilling to go at once
into opposition to Grant, they judged it best to
confirm the Cabinet immediately, To this class
the discovery ol the legal impediment to Mr.
Stewarl's acceptance was a god=end as a cover
tor other and real objections, Woen Mr. Sher.
man offered his bill to modify the law of 1789,
there wins some hesitation as to which should
be the first to object, but Bumuer's impetuosity
induced him to take the imitiative, Since Sator-
daythe whole body of Republicans hiave been in
a very disorganized condition on the subject,
the more sensible and patriole portton think=
ing it best to make the most of the Cabinet as it
stood, the others ready to break the sinte even
at the gh:k of a guarrel with the administra-
tion. The mugniveent offer of Mr, Stewart to
surrender all the enormous profits of his busi-
ness, 4 pecuniary sserifice such a8 no states-
man ever befere made in the serviee of his
conntry, bas given fresh strength to those who
desire  to bave him in  the Treasury,
These Covgressmen say that  this propo-
sition substaotially relieves the matter
from all difficulty. They affirm that it
places his motives beyond question, and shows
thut his only aim in accepting this trust is o
loity and howorable ambition to sccomplish a
great publie reform, Thege urge toat the Cbi-
net shall stand as already arranged by Genersl
Grant, und will probably insist that 2o soon as
Mr. Stewart shall execute the proposed asslen.
ment be shall go on to qualify and sdmin.

SHIP WRECK,

Terrible Suffering on the Atlantic -Losy
of the Barque China-Two Weokis of
NStarvailon—The Rescue,

The bargue Chiva salled from Quebec some
time in November last, with a fuil eaurgo ot
timber, for the port of Cardiff, in Wales, The
Uhina wae a ship ol 835 tons, offlelal namber
42,860, aud was owned by Watsons & Co, a
targe avd wealthy Cardiff irm, Her crew con-
sigted of sixteen wen, viz,, Cap'atn Braonuao, s

putive snd resident of Curditl; chief wate Joun |

Fortune, of Blelds, England; sccond
mate Hoaz, of Cardilf, son of Cuaptain
Boaz, of the barque Eleanor, also of
Cardiff, & stewara, W carpenter, and

11 British and Irish sallors, Bhe had favorable
winds during the early part of the voyage, but
the pule was §o flerce aud the ship glecred so
widely, that nbout 11 o’clock on the morning of
December 13 sbe was brought to the wind: and,
within less than 20 mivutes, a tremend s sen
broke over her with soch sudden fury as o
snap the mlzgenmast like a pipestem, shiver
the stern to tragments; smash the rodder aad
wheel, aud sweep away both the hoats sad tne
bouse on deck, which eserved ns a cubin and
coutnined the sbip's store of provisions, Al
the sume instant, the wiud tore the close-reefod
malntop=ail iuto ribbong,

The captain, who had just leit the cabio, saw
the breuker coming, and shouted to the crew
to run forward tor their lives; but so learrully
swift and lrresistible wis the fatal wave tha:
two of the ssilors, the man. at the wheel
and the chlef mate, who was in the
cabin, were swepl into their ocean grave iu
the twinkhing ot un eye; and betore the rest of
the mrn could save themselves amoug the
forg-nigeiog avother ternble sea plauged down
on the doomed barque, swept olf the forecus: e
hoose, and currled the captain aud four moire
ol the emtlors’alter thelr unhappy companions.
As the oxrgo completely Glied the bold wod

the cabin and forecastle house
were {ossing in frogments on the
AOR, the oilly shelier Ieft for

these borror stricken meo was der & lttle
forecastle deek, beneath which they orept us
soon ns tbey dared rlsk themselves on the
glesp-ewept maln deck, over which the seas
were rolling mountulns bieh, Browed wway 1o
this little 1ecess, scarcely lurge enovgh to hold
them, and eolirely open on oue side to wind
and waves, they suffered for fourteen days and
plghts all the ugonics o cold, hunger, and
thirrt, begide the nputerable wentsl tortores
jnsepireble from their tmghttal sitaation. Tue
only prevision left on the shlp was a barrel of
sulf pork, under one of the hntches. From this,
&t the imminent risk of thelr lives, they obtalned
every pariiele of their food, and sluked their
thirst with hallstones and such precous drops as
they cenld sqaceze from ropes’ ends aud bis of
canyas when it raiped, Witbhout a moment's
Jlecp, without a spark of fre of a dry thread 2o

| weuld have eltber Lo refund the money, restore

keep them warm, piereed by the keen gales of
pecember, drenchivd apew every now and then
by the seas that rolled over the deck in con-
stant succession, and with searcely anythiog vo
quench the thirst that the salt meal ooly seern-
vated,these men suflered such misery as le w mor-
tals bave ever endured; and yet it 18 & positive
and shameful fact tbat dorlvg the weary days
in whick the wreck of the Ch na pitched aunld
torred upon lhe wintry Atllantic waves, three
ehipa passed within bailing distanoe, and never
oven iried to save the wretched remaant of her
crews An otficer on the deck of one of these
vessels was feen to wave his haad, vat passed
on with heartless indilference,

About 11 o'vlock oun the morning of the 27th
of December last the second mate of the ship
W, H. Jenkins (Captain Thomas Lewand),
whose watel It was on deck, reported a vossel
nbont sevenm miles to the windward, [o the
course ¢l hall au hour Cuptain Lewand made
ont that it was 4 wrecek, apparently abandoued,
A signal flag was Immediately holsted to asoer.
tuin if any one was on board, but the sharpest
walch did not reveal any sigos of Iite, and the
fiag was hauled down after fylog two hoars,
The wind wonld not permit o cloger approach
doring this time, but aboat one o'clock it
veered a little to the southwest, and Captain
Lewand, unwilling to leuve wontil sbsolutely
sure that the versel was really abaodoned, wore
ship and sq led tosards the China. When the
misernble men on the wreek saw the signal flag
fly from the masthend of the fourth vessel that
had passed them sloee the tatal 13th of Decem-
ber, they fell on their knees and thunked God,

The auguish of the bitter moment when they
aaw il hauled down was the keenest stroke of
all, and vo pen ean paint their joy when toe
barque finully turned with the changing wind,
and sailed towards them, and Capiain Lewand,
spylog the poor fellows crawlivg feebly from
under the lorecastle deck, halled the 1 with,
“All right. boys! I'll tuke you off If ks possi-
ble!” Buthow? The seas were washing every
monient over the ill-fated Chion, The timber
cargo projected some eight or ten feet from her
crumbiing stern. Everything but the fly wheel
of the pump, the two forward masts, and a few
stanchions  were swept away, anl the
bare yards were swinging in every direction.
So high did the gea run that o boat lowered
from davits would have been shivered like an
egrshell, and it was only possible to lannch the
yawl b; carrylog it amidships, Even then it
looked like tempting Providence to undertake
the rescue, but four brave men volaoleered for
the serviee, and the yawl puat off only to find
that it was absolutely impossible to board the
Chins, But the poor wreiches on the wreck
»{urred on by hope and desperation, mustered
1Y

Jast strepgth  and courage epough
to climb upon the forecastle deck,
crawl out on  the jibboom, and

shpdown a cord into the water, from which
they were speedily lfted jnto the boat., The
second mate was insepsible, but even he was
finally let down with ropes into the yawl, and
in two perilone trips two of the seven were
carried to the barque. The steward seemed to
bave the most strength of any of them, but
¢ven he had to be Lauled up the barque’s side,
and conld only exclaim in piteous tones, as he
was lifted over therall, “My God, Captain
Lewand! fourteen days and pothing to eat!”
And the mate died of utter debility within two
hours after his rescue, notwithistanding the
strenuous exertions that were made to restore
him to consclousness and life,

All the men were not only as thin as skeletons
but were covered with boils, causad by exposare
to the salt water, and which added greatly to
the other miseries of their bard lot. Every
care was taken of them, and by the time the
barque reached Fayal, on the 20th of Javuary,
they were strong enough to walk on shore, atter
showering thanks upon the captaln, and, with
streaming eyes, blessing him for his humanity
in rescumng them. It is probable that ere this
some Britieh bound cratt has touched at Fayal,
and carrled them all to Cardiif, to tell as sad a
story as ever was told since men began to go
down Lo sea 1n ships,

The defendants sald they would take $440 for
i1, but he declined Lo glve more than $350 for it,
18 be understood there was one just llke It In
Baliimore for that price, John Brennan showed
by bis books that the watoh cost him §371 o-1gl-
nully, and then Mr, Thomas agreed to glve §4830,
which was asccepted and the money paid down,
Supposing that the watch might need reguin-
tion he left it with the de'endants for that pare
!)ose, and though he called several Limes for

1 he was repeatedly told that It was at
tbelr watchmaker's receiving regulatlon;: bat
finally ne insisted upon takiug It 8¢ IL was, and
Michael Bréennan went with him toa place ap
Kight streel, where a walohmaker was work-
ing abla benob. Then Mlchsel Brennan toolk
from hia pockel & wateh,lald it before the
workinan, and asked if be did not think thera
wassomethlng wrong avout it. Mr, Toomas,
surprised at Lhls, snatolied It up, aod sald to the
walchmaker, “Did you ever see this before?’
and be replled that this was the
first Yime be had seen it. Turning to Michae!
be sald be was s0iry he bad eoutinaally led

Mlohael
Hrennan seid if Lhe waloh bad been ehanged
it was the fault of the sgents only, Mr. Joon
Brénnan was spoken to and was told that be

the wateh Lbat was purchased in the fArst
instance, or be proseculed; but he only replied
that if this was not Lhe oue he purchnassd he
would give him five thousand dollars, to which
Mr.Thomas made s counter offer to give ten
thousand dollars M this was the one,

On the part of the defense It was offered to
prove by the agent of the fmporter of this
wateh, thnt this was Lhe very oane that was sold
1o Mr. Thomas, there not belng another ona
ke it in Poladelphia, this corresponding in
number and every otuer partioular with the
ope sold by the limporter to the Messrs. Bren-
nan, When Mr, Thomas left 1L to be regalated
tohe agent of the importer ook 1L for that pur-
pose, snd bhlhmself cracikked Lthe dial; he theo
anoded ILoverle bisown work maan, from whom
Mr, Brennanp got 1t back again,

The good o aoler of the defendants was
eslablished by nomerous witnessss of high
standipg 1o the community, and it was arged
in argument that, instead of aceapliog the ad-
vances made for s private settlement of the
matier, the defondanta preferred to go before a
Jury of tpelr conntry and thus vindlioate thelr
rej.ulauon.

The Cabinet-is Ultima'e Organlzntion
—Some Uhanges that are to be Made.

Wasminoton, March .—In this city the reor-
ganization of President Grant's Cabinet s still
regarded, in official e'rcles, as & matter of cor-
tainty, although it Is generally conceded that,
If the Presiaent could control the question
without taking iute account ontside inflaences,
it would remain as first aunounced, with the
poesible exception of Mr. Stewart. This morn-
ing it is positively a<serted, iu official circles,
that Vice-Admiral Porter will ultimately be
culled to the head of the Navy Department;
that the Hon. James F. Wilson, late member of
Congress from Iowa, or ex-Judge Bdwards
Pierrepont, of New York, will be made Attorney-
General; and thal ex-Governor Boutwell, of
Massnchusetis, will go into the Cabinet, in case
Judge Hosr, who has not yet arrived, acn
be induced to withdraw. Ex-Governor Cres-
well, of Maryland, it Is asseried, will certuinly
retaln his position as Postmaster-General, The
manuer in which the Cabiuet guestion is dis-
cussed and disposed of, however, leaves Bena=
tors and members of Congresa in blissful igno-
rance, so that no reliable information can be
obtained from them,

The Stewart Diicalty.

Itis thought, however,
that before the close of the daythe whole
matter will be satisfactorily solved, Mr. Stewart
bhaving eent his proposition to transier his
pusiness to wrustees, and at the same time
having tendered his resignation to the Presi-
dent, that the latter may be acoepted if the
former is not satisfuctory. He will wait upon
the President to day before the Cabinet mcets,
80 as Lo receive a final answer.

A Conflict of Opinion,

There is a coutlict of opinlon among eminent
lnwyers a8 to whether the new proposition of
Stewarts’ meels the reguirements of the law
snd removes his disability, Such men as At-
torney-General Evarts think it does not, while
